of detectives, 
and Fred Schroeder. detective. 
The

would 
not 
com m ent 
on

charges, they said, until 
they 
had 
specific 
inform ation 
of 
what 
they 
were. 
It was reported th a t one indictm ent 
charged both men with willful neglect 
of duty and the other with accepting 
a gratuity. 
Both charges were -mid 
to have grown out of a $2,000 Jewel 
robbery of Mrs. Fredrick King, wife 
of the proprietor of the Del Otero ho­ 
tel at Lake Minnetonka. 
The Jewels were taken last sum m er 
aud, after the two Minneapolis d e t e c ­ 
tives, worked on the case, were re­ 
tu rn ed in Septem ber on paym ent "t 
$225 by King. 
The only other indictm ent consid­ 
ered by the Jurors, it was said, was 
another one against S. J. Gustafson, 
suspended head of the m orals squad 
of the Minneapolis police. 
Oustafsor 
was 
indicted 
previously 
b u t 
the 
charges were dismissed because the 
court ruled them too general in char 
actor. At that tim e the form er moral* 
squad head pleaded not guilty and 
alleged th a t his indictm ent was in­ 
volved with the Minneapolis m ayor­ 
alty race. 
Gustafson's indictm ent was report­ 
ed to be the only action which the 
Jury would 
consider 
before 
it 
ad­ 
journs late today o r Saturday. 
That 
will end the six-week investigation of 
vice, gam bling and liquor trafficking. 
Members of the Jury have lead raids 
on suspected speakeasies and g am ­ 
bling places and have attem pted ta 
uncover an alliance between the po­ 
lice departm ent 
and 
law 
violators. 
Aside from the raids, the dismissed 
indictment of G ustafson and the two 
indictm ents against 
detectives 
have 
been the only action taken.

“I ’ll give $1,000 in cash to charity if 
anyone can prove I ever took a dis 
honest penny,” was Capt, P tacek ’s in 
swer. 
The report that the two form er city 
officials were short in their account* 
was made by Jam es A. Kearns, re 
cently elected city treasurer.

there was a shortage of more than 
$100,000 in the accounts of E. G. Bing­ 
ham, then chief cashier, and August 
Singer, treasurer at that time.

Elkton, S. D., May 8.—Two bandits 
held up the Corn Exchange B ank to­ 
day and escaped with approxim ately 
$2,500 in cash. 
Three bank officials, L. C. Forem an, 
president; R. F. Petschow, cashier and 
Miss F. A. H a m p e r , assistant cashier 
were in the bank when the bandits 
entered. 
The bandits produced large 
auto­ 
matic pistols and ordered the three 
officials into th e vault. Cash drawers. 
vault and cages w ere ransacked and 
every bit of currency In the bank in­ 
cluding small change was taken by the 
men. 
The bandits completed their robbery 
in less than five m inutes and fled in a 
small coupe with a Minnesota license. 
A fter th e bank employes had been in 
the vault about five m inutes a cu s­ 
tom er entered and spread the alarm. 
They were released immediately. 
Sheriff O. Lundeen organised posses 
and spread an alarm to neighboring 
cities. 
Although several passersby no­ 
ticed the bandit automobile, and saw 
the men leave the bank, no one knew 
which direction they took in escaping. 
Elkton is near the Minnesota-South 
Dakota border line. 
It is about 20 
miles east of Brookings, S. D.

SIGHTS SLEDGE PARTY ON THE 
ROUTE TO BASE CAMI* AND 
INFORMS GOVERNMENTS

Copenhagen, 
May 
8. — Augustine 
Oourtauld, rich young Briton who had 
been immured in the wilderness of the 
G reenland ice-cap, was safe today and 
trudging slowly tow ard the nearest 
outpost of civilization. 
A sledge party led by H. G. Wat kina 
and m ade m ore determ ined by re 
peated failures to locate 
Courtauld, 
finally found the young explorer on 
the inland ice. 
W atkins is chief of 
the British Arctic aerial route expedi­ 
tion which left Courtauld in a little 
meteorological station on the ice-cap 
last sum m er to spend the w inter alone, 
aw aiting relief which failed to reach 
him last m onth when 
his 
supplies 
w ere exhausted. 
Wireless messages received by the 
fishing ministry said the rescue expe­ 
ditions by land, sea And air had, at 
last, been successful and th a t C ourt­ 
auld, in the com pany of the W atkins 
party, was trek k in g tow ard the base 
cam p of the expedition, not far from 
Angmagsalik, 
on 
th e 
southeastern 
roast of Greenland. 
They were ex­ 
pected to arrive there in a few days. 
Capt. Albin Ahrenberg, the famous 
Swedish pilot, who made a bold jour­ 
ney from N orw ay to G reenland by 
plane to aid the rescue work, added 
to his laurels in the success of the ex­ 
pedition. Taking considerable risk on 
the treacherous ice, Ahrenberg flew 
from the base cam p to a point about 
140 miles away, where he located the 
hut in which Courtauld had spent the 
winter. 
Encouraged by finding th e little eta 
tlon which the sledge parties had been 
unable to locate, 
Ahrenberg 
risked 
landing his plane—only to find the hut 
was empty. 
The Swedish flier began his return 
trip to the base camp, keeping a sharp 
watch for Courtauld or the W atkins 
p arty which had been out more than 
two weeks. 
He sighted the party and 
Courtauld on the route to the base 
cam p and imm ediately broadcast the 
news of Courtauld’s safety. 
Britain, D enm ark and Sweden had 
participated in the search for Court­ 
auld, who had rem ained on the Ice 
last winter to m ake meteorological ob­ 
servations in an effort to prove the 
practicability of a northern air route 
from England to America. Ahrenberg, 
who willingly undertook 
the 
rescue 
flight, had flown in the region previ­ 
ously but encountered such unfavor­ 
able conditions that he declared the 
route inadvisable. 
Courtauld is the son of a wealthy 
silk m anufacturer. 
The W atkins ex­ 
pedition left London last July, going

Three children were killed Instantly 
under the wheels of the freight and 
the Keller girl was the third to die of 
Injuries. 


Merced, Cal., May 8 —d’.R)—The toll 
of dead and injured in a collision be­ 
tween a locomotive and a stage filled 
with 44 children continued to mount 
today with fivp fatalities, six probably 
fatally hurt and 16 others in a serious 
condition. 
The entire San Joaquin valley was 
appalled by the accident, the worst 
grade crossing mishap in its history* 
A slow moving Santa Fe railroad en­ 
gine struck the loaded bus, shunting 
the machine and its screaming occu­ 
pants 50 feet down the tracks and then 
tossed them to one side. 
Some of the children, all between 6 
and IO years old, were crushed inside 
the bus. 
Others were thrown under 
the trucks of the locomotive and the 
rent fell beside the tracks. 
Only 19 
escaped with minor Injuries. 
Airplanes brought child specialists 
from San Francisco and today th* 
physicians waged a desperate fight to 
save the moat seriously injured. 
The children killed were Roy and 
Dolores Epson, 8-year-old twins, Jean 
Ahr, IO, Robert Fuller, IO, and Mar­ 
shall Pintle, 8. 
Among those not expected to lie* 
was J. B. Kregger, 50, driver of the 
bus. 
He was conscious for a few 
minutes after the crash. 
H is only 
words were, “I did not see the train.” 
All the children lived in the Bear 
Creek agricultural section, north of 
Merced. 
They were homeward bound 
from school yesterday afternoon when 
the clash occurred. 
The freight train, bound from Fres­ 
no to Riverbank, had slowed down for 
the crossing. Engineer George Parka 
snd Conductor J. A. Holm** said, but 
the bus ran on to the tracks so quickly 
they could not stop. 
Mr. and Mrs. W. E. Wlckland were 
In an automobile behind the closed 
bus as it started across the tracks. 
They said the bus did not stop for the 
crossing. 
"I saw the train coming,” W lckland 
HHid.

8. — Augustine 
Courtauld, rich young B riton who had 
been immured in the wilderness of the 
Greenland lce-cap, was safe today and 
trudging slowly tow ard the nearest 
outpost of civilization. 
A sledge party led by H. G. W atkins 
and m ade m ore determ ined by re­ 
peated failures to locate 
Courtauld, 
finally found the young explorer on 
the inland ice. 
W atkins is chief of 
the British Arctic aerial route expedi­ 
tion which left Courtauld in a little 
meteorological station on the ice-cap 
last sum m er to spend the w inter alone, 
awaiting relief which failed to reach 
him last m onth when 
his 
supplies 
were exhausted. 
Wireless messages received by the 
fishing ministry said the rescue expe­ 
ditions by land, sea and air had, at 
last, been successful and th a t Court­ 
auld, in the com pany of the W atkins 
party, was trek k in g tow ard the base 
cam p of the expedition, not far from 
Angmags&lik, 
on 
the 
southeastern 
coast of Greenland. 
They were ex­ 
pected to arrive there in a few days. 
Capt. Albin Ahrenberg, the famous 
Swedish pilot, who m ade a bold jour­ 
ney from Norway to Greenland by 
plane to aid the rescue work, added 
to his laurels in the success of the ex­ 
pedition. 
Taking considerable risk on 
the treacherous ice, Ahrenberg flew 
from the base cam p to a point about 
140 miles away, w here he located the 
hut in which Courtauld had spent the 
winter. 
Encouraged by finding the little sta ­ 
tion which the sledge parties had been 
unable to locate, 
Ahrenberg 
risked 
landing his plane—only to find the hut 
was empty. 
The Swedish flier began his return 
trip to the base camp, keeping a sharp 
watch for Courtauld or the W atkins 
party which had been out more than 
two weeks. 
He sighted the party and 
Courtauld on the route to the base 
cam p and immediately broadcast the 
news of Courtauld’s safety. 
Britain, D enm ark and Sweden had 
participated in the search for Court­ 
auld, who had rem ained on the ice 
last winter to m ake meteorological ob­ 
servations in an effort to prove the 
practicability of a northern air route 
from England to America. Ahrenberg,

Merced, Cal., May 8.—(U.R)—Muriel 
Keller, IO, died today, raising the death 
toll to six fo rthe grade crossing acci­ 
dent yesterday when a school bua waa 
struck by a Santa Fe freight train. 
H er death was caused by a fractured 
skull, sustained when 
the 
bus 
waa 
splintered as it stopped on the tracks 
directly in front of the slow m oving 
train. 
Three, children were killed instantly 
under the wheels of the freight and 
the Keller girl was the third to die of 
injuries. 


Merced, Cal., May 8 —(U.R)—The toll 
of dead and injured in a collision be­ 
tween a locomotive and a stage filled 
with 44 children continued to mount 
today with five fatalities, six probably 
fatally hurt and 16 others in a serious 
condition. 
The entire San Joaquin valley waa 
appalled by the accident, the worst 
grade crossing mishap in its history. 
A slow moving Santa Fe railroad en­ 
gine struck the loaded bus, shunting 
the m achine and its screaming occu­ 
pants 50 feet down the tracks and then 
tossed them to one side. 
Some of the children, all between 6 
and IO years old, were crushed inside 
the bus. 
Others were thrown under 
the trucks of the locomotive and the 
rest fell beside the tracks. 
Only 19 
escaped with minor injuries. 
Airplanes brought child specialists 
from San Francisco and today the 
physicians waged a desperate fight to 
nave the most seriously injured. 
The children killed were Roy and 
Dolores Epson, 8-year-old twins, Jean 
Ahr, IO, Robert Fuller, IO, and Mar­ 
shall Pintle, 8. 
Among those not expected to live 
was J. B. Kregger, 50, driver of the 
bus. 
H e was conscious for a few 
minutes after the crash. 
His only 
words were, ”1 did not see the train.” 
All the children lived in Ufo Baar 
Creek agricultural section, north of 
Merced. 
They were homeward bound 
from school yesterday afternoon when 
the crash occurred. 
The freight train, bound from Free* 
no to Riverbank, had slowed down for 
the crossing, Engineer George Parka 
and Conductor J. A. Holmes said, but 
the bus ran on to the tracks so quickly 
they could not stop. 
Mr. and Mrs. W. E. W ickland wera 
in an automobile behind the closed 
bus as it started across the tracks. 
They said the bus did not stop for the 
crossing. 
"I saw the train coming,” W ickland 
said. "The children in the bus scream­ 
ed. Then their cries were drowned 
out by the crash. 
The children wera 
scattered along the tracks while others 
were trapped inside. 
It was horrible.”

Of all the mothers of America we owe unfailing homage ti* 
the memory of Mary Hall Washington, tin* mother of our great 
national hero, for the sterling qualities she implanted in her son. 
Together they gave to the world a beautiful example of filial love 
and respect. While lift4 lasted he gave his mother loving homage, 
respected her wishes, obeyed her commands, and did his Iwst to 
gratify her requests. She shared his triumphs, his troubles and 
his disappointments. 
No more beautiful picture can he found in the annals of his­ 
tory than is presented by the Place Hall of Fredrlckshurg, Va., 
which General Washington attended with his frail and aging 
mother on his arm* garbed in her rich hut simple black silk gown. 
Although she had never participated in the brilliant social func­ 
tions of the courts of Europe, nor even the lesser gayeties of tile 
large cities of America, she receivod the salutations of the ele­ 
gant French generals with a poise and queenly dignity. So de; p 
an impression did this Colonial Virginia mother make upon tip* 
distinguished Marquis de Lafayette, that before departing for his 
own land, he journeyed again to I* red ricks burg, to bid her fare­ 
well and seek her blessing. 
in the hour when General Washington received the news of 
his election to the Presidency of the new nation he had founded. 
he felt that he could not depart for New York lo be inducted into 
office as its first President, until In- had seen his mother. He trav­ 
eled GO miles to share his new honor with her, and to bid h e r 
farewell and get her blessing, lie found her feeble in body and 
wracked with pain, hut clear minded and full of loving thoughts 
for him. This was indeed farewell, as her death occurred four 
months later, August 25, 1789, and at a t i m e when her son, tile 
President, was himself ill and unable to attend her funeral. 
She was laid to rest with all of the honors her townspeople 
could conter. Members of < (ingress wore the conventional mourn­ 
ing and orations and addresses sounded her virtues and her praise 
for many days.

Were not available. Sums expended by missions, municipal lodging 
— 
houses, or other agencies providing individuals with temporary 
shelter or food are not included in the bill for family relief, nor 
was relief in the form of “made work" provided by emergency 
committees and charitable agencies included. Mothers' pensions 
or mothers’ allowances usually given under the* statutes to needy 
widows for the support of their children wi re also excluded, ex­ 
cept in four cities, because such grants {ire no! appreciably af­ 
fected by economic changes. Expenditures by agencies giving re­ 
lief to veterans only were likewise excluded. 
These facts are revealed by a study of reports of public ami 
private relief agencies assembled by the Children’s Bureau of the 
U» S. Department of Udtor for the President's Emergency Com­ 
mittee for Employment. The cities covered in the report include 
40 cities of 50,000 to 100,000 and GO of 100,000 and over. They 
form a representative American group, diverse in economic and 
industrial characteristics and of wide geographic distribution. 
A Significant fact shown by the reports is that public agen­ 
cies— that is, those agencies supported by public taxes—are bear­ 
ing an increasing proportion of the burden of relief. While the 
contributions from the public treasury are somewhat understated 
owing to the omission of mothers’ aid and the fact that some 
private agencies derive funds from public sources— nevertheless, 
it was found that the major portion of th< expense of caring for 
families in w’ant Was paid out of public funds. 
The public shouldered an increasing share of the mounting 
costs of 1980 as compared to 1929. A comparison of relief given 
by public and private agencies, based on returns from 75 out of 
the IOO cities shows that 72 per cent of the amount given last year 
came from tho public treasury. In 1929 the public agencies car­ 
ried GO per cent of the family relief burden* The exigencies cd 
1930 taxes the resources of private agencies to tho utmost and in 
their rally to meet the need, these! agencies raised 18 per cent more 
money than in the previous year. Al the same time, the public de­ 
partments extended th' ir 1930 relief grants to a sum nearly 150 
per cent greater than in the preceding year.

The $40,000,000 represents the cost of the major portion of jman^ami Ed. Moerke Thursday 
relief given in the IOO cities but falls short of the entire hill 
owing to the omission of grants by agencies from which reports 
were not available. Sums expended by missions, municipal lodging 
houses, or other agencies providing individuals with temporary 
shelter or food are not included in the bill for family relief, nor 
was relief in the form of “math' work” provided by emergency 
committees and charitable agencies included. Mothers’ pensions 
or mothers’ allowances usually given under the statutes to needy 
widows for the support of their children were also excluded, ex­ 
cept in four cities, because such grants are not appreciably af­ 
fected by economic changes. Expenditures by agencies giving re­ 
lief to veterans only were likewise excluded. 
These facts are revealed by a study of reports of public and 
private relief agencies assembled by the Children's Bureau of the 
U. S. Department of Labor for the President’s Emergency Com­ 
mittee for Employment. The cities covered in the report include 
40 cities of 50,000 to 100,000 and OO of 100,000 and over. They 
form a representative American group, diverse in economic and 
industrial characteristics and of wide geographic distribution. 
A significant fact shown by the reports is that public agen­ 
cies—that is, those agencies supported by public taxes—are bear­ 
ing an increasing proportion of the burden of relief. While the 
contributions from the public treasury are somewhat understated 
owing to the omission of mothers’ aid and the fact that some 
private agencies derive funds from public sources— nevertheless, 
it was found that the major portion of the expense of earing for 
families in want was paid out of public funds. 
The public shouldered an increasing share of the mounting 
costs of 1930 as compared to 1929. A comparison of relief given 
by public and private agencies, based on returns from 75 out of 
the IOO cities shows that 72 per cent of the amount given last year 
came from the public treasury. In 1929 the public agencies car­ 
ried 60 per cent of the family relief burden. The exigencies o f 
1930 taxes the resources o f private agencies to tin1 utmost and iii 
their rally to meet the need, these agencies raised 4S per cent more 
money than in the previous year. At the same time, the public de­ 
partments extended their 1930 relief grants to a sum nearly 150 
per cent greater than in the preceding year.

Of all the mothers of America we owe unfailing homage to 
the memory of Mary Hall Washington, the mother of our great 
national hero, for tilt' sterling qualities she implanted in her son. 
Together they gave to tin* world ;i beautiful example of filial love 
and respect. While life lasted he gave his mother lov ing homage, 
respected her wishes, obeyed her commands, and did his hest to 
gratify her requests.

No more beautiful picture can he* found in tin* annals of his­ 
tory than is presented by the Peace Ball of Kredricksburg, Va., 
which General Washington attended with his frail and aging 
mother on his arm, garbed in her rich hut simple black silk gown. 
Although she had never participated in the brilliant social func­ 
tions of the courts of Europe, nor even the lesser gayeties of the 
large cities of America, she received tin* salutations of the ele­ 
gant French generals with a poise and queenly dignity. St* deep 
an impression did this (Aionial Virginia mother make upon tile 
distinguished Marquis de Lafayette, that before departing for his 
own land, he journeyed again to Fredricksburg, to bid her fare­ 
well and seek her blessing’. 
In the hour when General Washington received the news of 
his election to the Presidency of the new nation he had founded. 
he felt that he could not depart for New York to be inducted into 
office as its first President, until he had seen Ids mother, lie trav­ 
eled 60 miles to share Ids new honor with her, and to bid her 
farewell and get her blessing. He found her feeble in body and 
wracked with pain, but clear minded anti full of loving thoughts 
for him. This was indeed farewell, as her death occurred four 
months later, August 25, 1789, and at a time when her son, the 
President, was himself ill and unable to attend her funeral. 
She was laid to rest with all of the honors her towns-people 
could confer. Members of Congress wore tilt* conventional mourn­ 
ing and orations and addresses sounded her virtues and her praise 
for many days.
